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REPORT OF 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The School Board respectfully submit the following report for 
the year ending February 7, 1890. 

We think, taking our schools throughout the town, there has 
been a decided improvement since last year, although as we had 
less money we have, of course, had less schooling. 

Thereis one thing that, to your committee, does not seem 
quite right; under the old district system, many of the districts 
gave board or wood and sometimes both; but now, in some paris 
of the town, you ask nearly as much for board as we pay for 
teaching, and at the same time complain because you donot 
have more weeks of school. It seems to us that allshould be 
enough interested in the education of the children of Lynde- 
borough, tobe willing to make a hittle sacrifice especially those 
having scholars to send. | 

We would also call your attention to your school houses. We 
think ifthe fathers were required to sit in some of them in win- 
ter, they would wear overcoat and mittens, and yet you will al- 
low children and teachers to remain there day after day, without 
seeming to think that theyshould be made more comfortable. 
There is not a house in town that does not need repairing, some 
only a little, but some a great deal. 

Miss Carlton and Miss Mason themselves raised money to im- 
prove the houses where they taught, making them much more 
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cheerful, for which we thank both teachers and the scholars that 
assisted. , 

This year as last we ask the parents, why do you not insist on 
the regular attendance of your children at school? They are 
torming habits that will follow them through life, teach them to 
be punctual; it seems as easy to get:to school at g o'clock, asa 
few minutes past. Some ot our scholars have been absent 
nearly one third of the school year. 

Why do you not visit school often and see the work for your- 
self instead of depending upon the opinion of others? It is the 
only way you can possibly learn, if good work is being done in 
our schools; we would give but little to see anything through the 
third oreven second pair of eyes. We hear much more criticism 
from those who never visit school, and often times have never 
spoken with the teacher, than from those who know something 
of the kind of schools we are having. © 

We have endeavored to be careful in our selection of teachers, 
and we feel that we have been successful in obtaining excellent 
teachers. Long may we see them in Lyndeboro. Our teachers 
have labored faithfully to bring our schools to a high standard; 
in most cases there has been unusual care taken that every thing 
passed over should be thoroughly learned, no part of the lesson 
being considered to trivial to be understandingly brought before 
the mind of the pupil; and we desire to thank our teachers 
through these pages for the care taken, and for the readiness 
with which they have complied with all desires expressed by the 
committee; we thank them especially for requiring the pupils to 
express themselves understandingly instead of by the blunt ans- 
wers so common in the school room and hope next year there wil} 
be greater improvements in this direction. | 

We have also noticed, in some parts of the town, a decided 
improvement in the manners of the pupils and think it must be 
due to the influence of the teachers; we would congratulate the 
children, both great and small, on the gain made in this direction

and say to them, that it will be a great help to them when they 
become men and women if they learn true politeness. 

We hope another year to see the schools better classed, less 
classes of a kind, thus making time for more studies; that being 
_ the change most needed at present; and we expect with the change 
of books we intend to make, to be able to do it. 

We ask all the scholars another year, to resolve to attend school 
every day, and to be there in season; and to further resolve 
that you will make study alone the object for which you go; and 
we are very sure you will make more improvement than you ever 
have in the past. Zry and see. We will close these lengthy re- 
marks by thanking all for the courtesy and kindness shown us 
‘and by assuring you we have all endeavored to work for the best 
interest of your children.
